We hear of the courtly rector who once 
expressed the fear that the Archbishop 
must be very tired after such long and 
self-sacrificing exertions. “ Not more tired 
than a man ought to be, barked Temple. 
A careful vicar remonstrated with hi 
for standing so long bare-headed under a 
blazing sun. “ My skull is thicker than 
yours,’ was the only reply. At the lay- 
ing of the foundation-stone of a new 
church a clergyman remarked that it must 
be a pleasure to His Grace to take part 
in ceremonies so eloquent of the — “i 
scope of the Church in the diocese. “ Not 
at all, retorted Temple; at these 
affairs I get nothing but cold lamb and 
‘The Church's One Foundation,’ and Im 
tired of both. 

.We admit that anecdotes like these are 


worthy than the usual gossip written 
round the doings of Royal personages. 
This is “ Down Under with the Prince, by 
& journalist who accompanied the Prince 
of Wales on his Australasian tour. From 
this brightly-written narrative we can 
gather, by comparison, something of the 
under-currents of social life and business 
undertakings which mast have been 
affected when the Prince's visit to India 
was postponed, and something, too, of the 
expectancy with which he is now awaited 
there. The book has the fascination of a 
boy's tales of adventure, and the chapters 
on Honolulu, “Crossing the Line, 
Fiji, Nullarbor Plain, Samoa, and “The 
Jackaroo,’’ put peoples and places before 
us with the fidelity of the film screen, 
but with a less fleeting interest. It is 
pleasant te note the Prince's bearin 
through the official scenes of the tour. He 
was frank, simple, and straightforward, as 
becomes his youth, fired with enthusiasm 
for the great idea which he was sent to 
represent—“‘the idea of the Empire as a 
union of sister nations co-operating and 
sharing ideals and hopes in a future they 
are bound together to bring about.” The 
portraits of the Prince, and the many 
“ snaps’’ of events in the tour, add much 
to the value of a book that we heartily 
recommend. 

The other two books are more bio- 
graphical and aim at being personal 
studies of His Royal Highness. They 
contain many anecdotes whose chief in- 
terest lies in the fact that the Prince is 
their central figure. Yet they endorse the 
impression that one has gained through 
Mr. Cotes’s book, and one forgives the 
intimacy of their gossip by reason of its 
frank admiration of its subject.

RECENT FICTION.

Its future, economic as well 
as political, lies in its own hands, 
and the people of the South and 
West of Ireland will watch its progress 
with the keenest interest, Rigid economy 
is the first essential to the new Govern- 
ment’s success, and, if Sir James Craig 
finds that his Administration is being 
hampered by too many officials, he must 
not shirk the unpleasant task of getting rid 
of them. The annual contribution of 
£8.000,000 which the new Government 
must pay to the Imperial coffers will make 
a big hole in its revenue. Education will 
take every farthing that can be spared, 
and the efficient treatment of the housing 
and unemployment problems in Belfast 
alone will demand a considerable sum. Bo 
long as Mr. Pollock is not in a position to 
introduce complete estimates, however, 
which will show whether or not the finan- 
‘cial clauses of the Government of Ireland 
Act are really practicable, - speculative 
criticism is obviously unfair. Sir James 
Craig and his colleagues are engaged in 
& great experiment, and, it they make a 
success of, their public finance, the  pros- 
perity of the new State will be assured. 
Only. through the success of the Northern 
Parliament will it be possible ultimately 
to achieve the ideal of a united Ireland.

but it is unlikely that they will be moved 
at present, although they can be embarked 
at very short notice. Ever since the end 
of the war, the Army has had to put up 
with much inconvenience in the way of 
changes in training programmes, and a 
general upset of relief plans. Not one 
regiment has vet been able to settle down 
in a permanent peace station. The uncer- 
tainty attaching to all this involves er- 
pense and delay in the reconstruction 
programme of the Army. 


Sir E. Cassel was born a German, and 
showed German sympathies up to the time 
of the war, but the most patriotic Briton 
could take no exception to his conduct 
afterwards.

His memorial to 
bis great friend; King Edward, was a fund 
of £200,000 for the relief of needy 
Englishmen in Germany and needy Ger- 
mans in England. He leaves two grand- 
daughters, who will, probably, inherit a 
very large portion of his wealth. Their 
father is Colonel Ashley, M.P. for Black- 
pool, who has a residence at Classie Bawn, 
Sligo. 

The Badische Anilin aud Soda Fabrik 
at Oppau, which has been utterly destroyed 
by the greatest explosion known to history, 
was the largest dye-works and high explo 
sive factory in the world. I was passing 
through the town in 1913, and was struck 
by the great volume of work going on, 
little thinking that the world was to sea 
the fruits of the labour then being 80 
busily pursued in the shape of poison gas 
and Finn horrors.

COST OF THE POLICE.

lice expenditure. In the opinion of their
